M. Achille Fould, the French Stateaman

B;,- telegram through the Ailantic cable, dated
in Parig yesterday, we are ioformed of the denth
of M. Achiile Fould, the eminent French slutes-
man and financler, M. Fould died on Bunduy
night, at the age of sixiy-seven years, A& his
name will sccupy a very prominent position in
the history of Frauvce, when its trae history
comes o be written, it will be interesting to our
readers to know something of bis carcer in ife,

M. Achille Foold wag born in P'aris on the
O1st of October, 1800, and reeeived his educa-
tion @t the Lyceum ot Charlemagne, one of the
most celebrated edncntional estublishments of
the Freveh eapits), The son of arich Jewish
bunker, who died in 1836, he had st aa early
yerlod of Iite begome initiated ioto the atfairs of

I8 father's establishment, at the game time that
he stsndied the tine arts, of which ho was a very
able connoy=rear, and went through u course of
teavel in the soulh of Fravee, luwly, and
in the Fast, In 1842 Lhe enlered upon
his politleal career.  Previously a member
of the Council Geuernl of the Upper
